Governor 
To 
Consider 
Operators’ Letter Re- 
jecting Peace 


Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. I.— A special 
session of the Pennsylvania legisla­ 
ture will be called by Gov. Pinchot 
some time next week, according to a 
rumor that has been gaining headway 
about the capital this week. 
The primary purpose for a special 
call, it is believed, would be to take 
action on the present strike in the 
anthracite fields of Pennsylvania, if 
no further, possibility of settlem ent 
than has been indicated so far, is 
iseen. 
The governor announced while on 
'his 
inspection trip in the w estern. 
part of the state that he would con­ 
sider fully the letter from the anthra­ 
cite operators rejecting his proposal 
for peace in the coal fields upon his 
return here Monday. 
He has also called a conference of 
business men from the coal fields to 
m eet here Tuesday. In view of the 
fact that little hope has been seen 
in tin- possibility of a resuption of 
mining, the miners have been pre­ 
paring for a long, bitter strike. It has 
been hinted that should no settlement 
be reached within a month, the strike 
will last as long as the famous 1902 
strike which lasted six months- before 
President Roosevelt took steps to end 
it.

At least tune out of ten reports ol 
the Ute and habits of those who have 
readied an especially advanced and t 
vigorous cid age will be found to a te j 
a temperate diet as one of the reasons J 
for long hie. 
A temperate diet may ; 
mean tile elimination of alcohol, meat, 
pastries and other injurious forms of 
food or drink, or it may mean merely 
being temperate in iood quantity. 
I have already emphasized the im­ 
portance of cutting down the quantity 
of food a* the years advance. 
In all 
cases this is necessary, because of the 
decreasing need for food, but it is 
especially necessary when in early life 
more food has been consumed than 
has been needed and a habit of ex 
cessive eating has been formed. Such 
a habit may have overtaxed the powers 
of the d’gestive and excretory organs 
and thus left them in a weakened con­ 
dition. 
Where such weakness exists 
the importance of discontinuing the 
abu*e is the greater. 
Over-eating i- 
at all times harmful, but while the 
young indulge in it and notice little 
ill effect, the continuance of the vice 
into old fcge invariably results in dis 
ease and shortened life. 
Efforts to prescribe a given amount 
pf food are always impractical. 
If 
food could be measured in pints or 
pounds we might arrive at some use­ 
ful conclusions in the matter. 
But 
this cannot be done, as the amount of 
nutriment varies widely with the chem­ 
ical composition and tile proportion of 
water contained in tile various foods. 
Every individual is a law unto himself, 
and his food needs vary’ according to 
his physical frame, his activities and 
his digestive powers. 
In order that the appetite may form 
an intelligent guide to our eating we 
must first eliminate the false appetite 
created by excessive indulgence in 
food, wrong habits of eating and the 
use of stimulating and highly flavored 
foods. 
In order to cultivate a true 
enpetite one must adopt simple foods 
with natural flavors. 
At first these 
may not seem attractive, hut the palate
